The executive council of the 
AAUP Marlin Chapter sub 
mined the letter AAUP 
Officers State Views'' 
published in the October 30, 
1975 issue of The Pacer As a 
concerned AAUP member, it 
appeared to me that this group 
had misinterpreted the 
viability of the AAUP 
Guidelines Therefore I 
mailed a clipping of the article 
to the AAUP National Office 
and requested its appraisal 
The ASSOCIATE General 
Secretary of the AAUP 
National Office has responded 
as follows 

'You ask for comment on 
the October 30. 1975 letter in 
The Pacer The text as printed 
is sufficiently garbled in 
several places so that I am not 
sure of what the signers in 
tended to say The main issue. 


I take it. is over the intended 
force of "AAUP Guidelines” 
Let me simply say that our 
basic policies, and especially 
the 19S0 Stale meet of Prh- 
ciples and derivative pollens 
and procedures, are intended 
as national norma, as minima! 
Standards which can properly 
be amplified but not 
weakened ”

h'ven with all the announc ed 

Democratic Presidential 
candidates a non candidate is 
♦ •merging as the front runner 
for the nomination Hubert 
Humphrey is now seen as the 
leading contender for the 
Democratic Presidential 
nomination Although he has 
>et to lire a primary cam 
paign salvo ian he says he will 
not Humphrey has become a 
magnet for support within a 
partv that touts at least ten 
honafide candidates for its 
presidential nomination 

Two qualities which a 
IVsidential contender must 
have are recognizability and 
longevity Humphrey cer¬ 
tainly fits the bill on those two 
counts 

However longevity can 
be detrimental if the voters 
take the view "not him 
again 

Humphrey chairman of the 
Senate Agriculture Commit 
tee. is seen as the Democrat 
probably best able to ar 
ticulate the economic con 
cerns of most Americans 
And as James Heston writes, 
if one could take a private poll 
in the Congress on the person 
considered in contention for 
the nomination who is most 
■qualified hy "experience, 
character ability and per 

-onality" to l>e President. 
Humphrey would win by a 
wide margin Also. Heston 
-ay- the result would be the 
-ame even if the question was 
asked of the present 
Administration and leaders of 
th*- Civil Service and Foreign 


that Humphrey deserves 
.mother chance at th* 1 


nomination After all. the one 
time he was given the 
nomination, in 1968. he lost to 
Nixon by less than one percent 
of the popular vote after 
l>ehind by as much as sixteen 
per cent in the polls Some say 
that he woud have won had the 
election been held two weeks, 
or even just one week, later 

In a I S. News and World 
Report poll of Democratic 
National Committee mem 
bers. Humphrey won by a 
substantial margin when 
Committee members were 
.isked w ho they thought would 
win their party’s Presidential 
nomination 

Carl Rowan contends that 
Humphrey "as much as any 
lawmaker in the last quarter 
century has changed this 
nation for the better ” Rowan 
makes his point by mentioning 
the Humphrey has fought for 
public aid to higher education, 
a public accommodations act. 
a nuclear non proliferation 
treaty . Medicare, the Food for 
Peace Program, public health 
insurance, the Peace Corps, 
the Job Corps, and the Arms 
Control and Disarmament 
Agency "Put it on the basis of 
which lawmaker has con 
tributed most to sanity, 
justice, decency, and even the 
ultimate security of this 
nation and I would have to 
say Humphrey comes out 
ahead of them all. Rowan 
adds 

But since Humphrey says 
he will not conduct primary 
campaigns it makes no dif 
ference how qualified and 

deserving a candidate he may 
be unless the New York 
convention is deadlocked and 
he is offered the 


nomination That deadlocked 
convention depends upon the 
ability of each of the an 
nounced candidates to garner 
a significant number of 
delegates in the primaries, 
but, lacking a majority, to be 
too hatter scarred and too 
battle weary to take the 
nomination on an early ballot 
The possibility of such a 
circumstance occuring is 
enhanced because many if 
not most. of the 31 
Presidential primary states 
apportion delegates to the 
nominating conventions on a 
minimum percentage 
schedule rather than on a 
winner-take-all basis 
Patrick Buchanan says a 
deadlocked convention 
depends on George Wallace’s 
securing so many delegates 
before the convention that no 
other candidate can attain 
the majority needed for 
nomination Wallace will not 


receive the nomination under 
any circumstances 
Of course, even ifacandidate 
carries enough momentum 
from the primaries into the 
convention to prevent a 
deadlock, if not gain a first 
ballot nomination outright, the 
whole question of Humphrey 's 
nomination will be moot Most 
of the announced candidates 
have, at this time, generated 
the least bit of excitement 
However, three candidates, 
Sens Birch Bayh and Henry 
Jackson and former governor 
of Georgia Jimmy Carter, do 
possess the potential for 
securing the necessary 
number of delegates or the 
necessary momentum needed 
for the nomination on an early 
ballot A proponent of a “New 
Liberalism", Carter, 
especially, seems to be a 
rising star. While initially 
receiving a good press, he is 
now undergoing closer

scrutiny as columnists Evans 
and Novak began their hat¬ 
chet job on him that weekend 
Bayh has a good track on top 
labor support Jackson enjoys 
strongJewish backing, and 
has made a bid for the con¬ 
servative vote with his strong 
stand against busing. 

As James Reston notes, the 
more some candidates run, 
the more the people turn to 
men who don't run. Morever, 
as a non-candidate, Hum¬ 
phrey can speak out forcefully 
with alternatives to the For 
policies on inflation, unem 
ployment, and detente without * 
worrying about how many 
delegates he gains or loses 
with each statement. 

Many people have noted 
Humphrey is the modern 
happy warrior ’’ The “happy 
warrior" may just be ready to 
take that ultimate American 
political conquest -the White

SGA Dateline 

Registering college students 
to vote is an important step in 
gaining support for higher 
education in the state 
legislature Since the lowering 
of the voting age to eighteen. 

the potential for increasing 
student influence on higher 
education issues in the state 
legislature has existed The 
failure of students to register 
and to vote has left this 
potential undeveloped

UTM students nominated 
for Danforth Fellowships 


Three seniors and one 
recent graduate have been 
nominated for Danforth 
Fellowships, according to Dr 
Harry Hutson, chairman of 
the campus Danforth 
Fellowship Selection Com¬ 
mittee. 

The three seniors are Steve 
Cox, Jerald Ogg, and William 
Siler and the recent graduate 
is Roy Herron, currently 
studying religion in Scotland 
The fellowships are designed 
to aid outstanding students 
interested in college teaching 
or administrative careers. 

“I am pleased to make this 
announcement on behalf of 
these four able students," 
Hutson said. "Dr. Tomlinson, 
Dr. Stone and I, composing the 
local screening committee, 
examined credentials and 
interviewed the candidates 
carefully. Each one has made 
an excellent record here, and 
each has a strong interest in 
college teaching or ad¬ 
ministration.” 

The nominees have been 
invited by the Danforth 
Foundation to write essays on 
specific topics, seek recom¬ 
mendations from professors, 
and submit their full 
academic credentials for 
evaluation, Hutson explained 
An initial screening by the 
reading committee will take 
place later this month, with 
those selected being in¬ 
terviewed in February Final 
selections of next year's 
winners will be made in 
March. 

"The competition is stiff," 
Hutson stated. "The com¬ 
petition pits us against the 
best universities in the 
country, but we are optimistic 
about this year's nominees." 
The awards are for one 


year, and are normally 
renewable until completion of 
the Ph D. degree for or a 
maximum of four years for 
graduate study. Stipends are 
based on individual need, but 


may not exceed $2275 for 
single students and $2450 for 
married students for the 
academic year, plus depen¬

Trentham has been named 
to a three-year term on the 
Commission of Colleges for 
the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. This is 
the policy-making board of the 
Southern Association, the 
accrediting agency for all 
colleges in the Southeast It is 
composed of 63 members 
selected from the 11 states. 

“The commission consists 
of representatives elected by

all around competition and 
ninth in bareback bronc 
riding. Last Year's national 
winner in the all around 
cowbody division, Skip 
Emmett of Martin, currently 
ranks eighth in bareback 
riding. 

“The fact that the standings 
show us leading point-wise in 
the entire nation actually 
doesn't mean anything more 
than what it says," Hoy said 
"This has nothing really to do 
with national ranking or 
anything.

Career opportunities for 
agriculture majors at UTM 
are open m and out of Ten 
neaeee. According to Harold J 
Smith, dean of the department 
of agriculture, and Bobby N 
Duck, aaaistant dean 

"The main reason there are 
still so many career oo- 
portunibes open in the field of 
agriculture is simply because 
it is still the backbone of this 
country. Duck said “It's 
unfortunate that people relate 
agriculture to mud and dirt 
only-because this is just not 
true There are so many 
other areas of agriculture 
other than farming, such as 
processing and marketing 

Smith added that of the 
agriculture majors on campus 
only an average of 10-12 per 
cent return to their home 
farms and if they do then they 
normally set up a partnership 
with their parents or whoever 
owns the farm 

UTM offers two main fields 
of agriculture and 
agricultural-related areas 
Two different Bachelor of 
Science degrees are offered in 
agriculture Agriculture in¬ 
cludes five different fields at 
UTM-Agriculture Business. 
Ag Science, Ag Education. 
Plant Science, and Animal 
Science. 


them are in the actual field of 
ag while the other IB are in 
Natural Resources 
Management 

"I've mentioned before the 
fact that only roughly 10 per 
cent of our as maiors end up 
back on the farm," Duck said 
"I guess the main reason for 
this is the amount of capital 
needed to get into farming 
enterprise Data indicates 
that on the average it takes 
$250,000 to get into the en¬ 
terprise itself This money is 
used for the buying of land, 
equipment, etc ” 

Smith and Duck agreed 
that the ag major who wants 
to make the best for himself 
should not go into the field 
with a home location in mind 
Being prepared to settle in 
another area other than one's 
hometown is part of 
agriculture 

"If a student is willing to 
move the opportunities are 
greater," Duck said "But 
this is true in any business 
Most career opportunities 
consist of moving to other 
states in most cases.” 

"In our close-to-home case, 
the student who limits himself 
to West Tennessee and the 
state of Tennessee in general 
is actually only hurting 
himself,” Smith added. "It's 
not that the opportunity is not 
here in Tennessee, but that 
there are so many op¬ 
portunities in other areas of 
the country." 

Cited as the major 
agricultural regions in the 
nation were the Midwest. Corn 
Belt, Southeastern region, and

Amendments have been 
made in the SGA Constitution 
and by-laws and will be voted 
on in three weeks by Congress, 
according to Jane Robbins. 
Liberal Arts congressperson 
Robbins and Nancy Smith, 
freshman congressperson. are 
heading the committee in 
charge of making the changes 
in the Constitution at a special 
request from SGA President 
Steve Cox. 

“We decided these changes 
needed to be made last 
quarter,” Robbins said. 
“When I first put in my 


teaching jobs in agricultural 
open in all areas of Tennessee 
as well as in areas outside the 
state.

Interim Term total 
exceeds anticipation 


Resolutions passed 
in Tuesday meeting 


Approximately 200 more 
students than were an¬ 
ticipated attended UTM’s 
Interim Term. 

"The Admissions and 
Records Office reports that 
710 students enrolled for the 
Interim Term, which is 210 
more than anticipated,” 
Chancellor Larry T. McGehee 
reported. 

Dr. Norman Campbell, vice 
chancellor for academic af¬ 
fairs and director of graduate 
studies, said he tliought the 
Interim Term went very well 

“It went as well as plan¬ 
ned,” Campbell said. “We 
were agreeably surprised that 
we had as many students as 
we did. 

"Talking to various people 
since, I have heard various 
reactions," Campbell stated. 
“My own reaction is that it 
went very well.” 

Campbell said the Interim 
Term worked out even better 
with the additional students 
He said more class sections 
materialized and some sec¬ 
tions were a little larger 

“Not more than four or five 
classes failed to make,” he 
explained. 

Campbell said he did not 
think UTM lost any more on 
the Interim Term. 

“Overall, without a careful 
accounting, we think we didn't 
lose any money on it and may 
have saved a little bit,” 
Campbell said He added that 
he thinks the electric bill will 
have to be somewhat lower 


Congress passed resolutions 
Tuesday concerning drop-add 
facilities and campus 
sidewalks, and formed 
committees on a 
parliamentary procedure 
workshop and the construction 
of the Education Building 
A bill was passed to set up a 
committee to initiate a 
parliamentary workshop The 
sponsors of the bill said 
that jt would “be very 
beneficial if all members of 
Congress and any other in¬ 
terested students attended a 
parliamentary procedure 
workshop, and the bill was 
passed forming a committee 
to designate the form and time 
for the workshop 
A resolution was also passed 
asking that “completion of the 
sidewalks on campus,

Campbell said he does not 
see any major changes for the 
student if the Interim Term is 
continued. 

“There will be some 
changes in the stipend of the 
instructor," Campbell ex¬ 
plained 

Campbell also said he did 
not think the Interim Term 
would have a significant effect 
on summer school enrollment 

“It will have more effect on 
Winter and Spring Quarter 
enrollment than anything 
else,” Campbell said. He 
explained that those who were 
taking one course to graduate 
would not have to take it- 
during the Spring or Winter 
Quarter.

In 
1964 I moved to the Boston 
area, in order to learn the art 
of organ and harpsichord 
building from Fritz Noack and 
Frank Hubbard." 

Fudge has had his own 
workshop since 1966 and has

“I have recently developed 
a clavichord kit which I hope 
will put a first-class keyboard 
instrument within the means 
of even financially hard- 
pressed students," Fudge 
stated.

placed at the national finals 
had been playing competitive 
volleyball since the eighth 
grade 

“Our girls saw the highest 
calibre of play in the coun¬ 
try,” Jones said. “The 
national finals taught the girls 
that they are going to have to 
start running offensive plays. 
They know they are going to 
have to learn how to fake 
spikes and screen out their 
opponents. 

“1 had been worried about 
thegirls losing their cool in the 
tournament because they 
were so young, but they 
handled themselves well," she 
continued "I think this says a 
lot for volleyball of the future' 
for this area. We now know we 
can compete nationally. Our 
next objective must be to 
learn how to win nationally.” 

Although the Lady Pacers 
will be losing three seniors 
next year. Jones said her team 
should not suffer because 
throughout the season she had 
used nine players con¬ 
sistently. She said the six 
remaining with the team will 
probably be the starters next 
year. 

“I think we have eight 
players that can go next year, 
if not more,” Jones added. 
"But what I want to build is a 
team for the year after next.

“We had been recom¬ 
mended highly to AIAW for 
entrance into the tournament 
by both the Region II 
representative and tour¬ 
nament director,” she con¬ 
tinued. “The national tour¬ 
nament director. Kathy 
Hildreth, called and said that 
on the basis of the information 
she had received about our 
team she wanted us to fill the 
spot that had been opened by 
the tournament cancellation 
of Salisbury State.” 

After getting to the finals, 
however, the youthful Pacers 
found the going very rough 
although they played the “best 
volleyball they had played all 
season," according to Coach 
Jones The Lady Pacers 
played and lost three tour¬ 
nament matches.

“Judo is one of the few 
things that Y.M.C.A.’s have 
been offering for several 
years," Henson said. “So, 
apparently, it is very 
popular.” 

Henson pointed out that judo 
courses are endorsed by 
colleges and universities 
throughout the country and a 
few are offered in Tennessee 

“TTiere was some interest 
expressed from students 
here," he stated. "So, when 
Coach Bickerstaff indicated 
that he was a qualified in¬ 
structor and said he was 
willing to teach, we decided to 
offer the course " 

“I started in judo in 1970 at 
Florida State University,” 
Bickerstaff said. “I was a 
student trainer there, and I 
found that the only thing I 
could really do with the little 
time I had was work with the 
judo club.” 

The sport is similar to

She said that if Tennessee 
continues to refuse to go to the 
five-player rule then she hopes 
the roving basketball rule will 
be put into effect. She ex¬ 
plained that roving basketball 
was based on six-player 
team However, four players 
were always used on each end 
of the court. In roving 
basketball there are two 
defensive plavers who do 
nothing but play defense and 


two offensive players who only 
play offense The other two 
players, however, are not 
restricted to either end of the 
court. They are the rovers. 
They play both offense and 
defense. 

She hopes that one of these 
methods will soon be used in 
Tennessee with a priority

Betty Volner led the Pacer 
attack with a total of 19 points 
“We played a real good 
ballgame,’' head caoch 
Nadine Gearin said. "We 
made a few bad passes but our 
defense looked a lot better 
We went to the basket a lot 
better and we hustled more 
"The difference in this team 
and the team lost to Murray 
earlier is that we played the 
offensive and defensive 
boards much better,” she 
continued 


But despite their 1-5 record 
thus far, the Lady Pacer 
basket bailers are still in the 
running in Tennessee's large 
college basketball division, 
•ocordmg to Coach Gearin 

“I feel we are going to come 
on much stronger, toward the 
end of the season as we get 
more experience." she said 
“That's when winning 
counts." 

Gearin pointed out that 
season records in women's 
basketball do not affect 
standings in the same way as 
they do in the men’s game 
Standings in the state and the 
region are determined by a 
team's success in the playoff 
games at the end of the 
season 


She describes the current 
version of the Lady Pacers as 
being one of the youngest 
teams in the school's history 
Seven players on the fifteen 
woman roster are freshmen 
and four are sophomores 
"We have been starting 
three freshmen during each 
game and have never had less 
than two on the court at any 
one time," she explained 
"Most of these players have 
only had experience with 
Tennessee's three-girl of¬ 
fenses in high school and have 
never gone full court with five 
persons It's going to take 
them a while to adjust to this 
type of play " 

“The girls are really young 
and as a result they are 
reacting kind of slow.” Dot 


Easterwood assistant coach, 
said "We've won only one 
game but the girls are really 
improving with every game I 
think we've got a strong future 
ahead of us." 

UTM's previous losses in¬ 
clude Murray State University 
61-52, Memphis State 
University 72-39, UT- 
Knoxville 77-50, UT- 
Chattanooga, 97-61, and 
Indiana University 63-60. 

“Memphis State was the 
lowest point in our season." 
Gearin said. "I felt after that 
game we steadily began to 
improve our play on the court 
“During our last game 
against the Indiana Hooeiers, 
three freshmen were our high 
scorers, all in double figures,” 
she added. 


Gearin believes, however, 
that she made a mistake in 
scheduling four road games in 
a row at the beginning of the 
season instead of opening with 
a home game She explained 
that the schedule was 
originally established to place 
half of the away games during 
the Interim Term between 
Fall and Winter Quarter so 
players could avoid missing 
classes 

"We are going to have eight 
home games in a row at the 
end of the season which is 
really going to help us." she 
said "But the schedule is 
hurting us right now."

Head football coach George 
MacIntyre’s first season at 
UTM ended with a record of 
two wins and eight losses 

“The object of any football 
program is to field a com¬ 
petitive team and this is what 
we accomplished with six of 
the eight lasses being by ten 
points or less,” head coach 
George MacIntyre said. 

Of the sixty players on the 
1975 team, only eight will not 
return, although five were 
starters (one on offense; four 
on defense). Among those who 
will return are quarterback 
Alvin Smalls who led the 
Pacers in passing (481 yards) 
and in total offense (671 
yards); fullback “Sweetcake" 
Williams, UTM’s rushing 
leader (575 yards); and 
placekicker Mickey Hamilton 
who lead the team in scoring 

“We’ve got the nucleus of 
having what we set our sights 
on last spring," MacIntyre 
said looking toward the future 
"We know what we have and 
what we need We can start 
building from there." 

The Pacers opened the 
season with a disappointing 
23-0 loss to Nicholls State on 
the road. Although the defense 
played well, the offense never 
got itself untracked against 
the Colonels. 

Returning home, the P,acers 
wiped out Southeastern 
Louisiana in a 23-7 upset Led 
by “Sweetcake” Williams, 
who gained GSC player of the 
week honors with 140 yards 
rushing (including a 55 yard 
touchdown run), UTM 
avenged last year's 44-13 loss 
to the Lions. 

In a see-saw game at Pacer 
Stadium. Mississippi College 
scored a controversial touch¬ 
down late in the game to 
emerge victorious, 14-10. The 
difference in the game was the 
passing of Choctaw quar¬ 
terback Mickey McMurtry 
who tied a GSC record by 
completing ten consecutive 
passes and totaling 176 yards 
for the game. 

A near-capacity crowd 
turned out for Varsity Squad 
Recognition Day only to see 
the Pacers fall to the Murray 
State Racers, 17-10 Although 
the Pacers outgained the 
visitors by nearly a 3-1 
margin, the offense com¬ 
mitted six crucial turnovers 
that ended potential scoring 
drives. 

The Jacksonville State 
Gamecocks made UTM their 
28th consecutive homecoming 
victim with a hard fought 11-3 
victory. The Pacers 
threatened to score the 
potential tying points in the 
closing minutes, but the clock 
ran out first.

Crisis Line ready 
for students, town

The Crisis Line will be 
svailable for student snd 
community use from ( p m to 
2 a.m. seven days a week this 
quarter, according to 
Margaret Weaver. Crisis Line 
director. 

Crisis Line offers both sn 
information service and a 
crisis intervention service. 

"We have a data bank, we 
hope adequate, easily ob¬ 
tainable, information on VD, 
contraceptives, problem 
pregnancies, drugs, and in¬ 
formation about various 
groups in the community," 
Weaver said. "The other 
purpose is to provide 
emotionally distraught people 
with immediate support and 
an empathetic ear, as well as 
supply information regarding 
community professionals of 
varying types who can provide 
more intense and long-range 
help." 

The Crisis line was formed 
after a group, interested in 
having a service available to 
the community, was called 
together by Chancellor Larry 
T McGehee. A steering 
committee, including campus 
and community represen¬ 
tatives, was formed and 
gathered information and also 
visited other lines across the 
country, Weaver said. 

“On March 27, 1974, the 
Martin Crisis Line went into 
operation for the first time," 
Weaver stated 


The Crisis Line, which is not 
connected with the University. 
SGA, campus ministry, or any 
other organization or institute, 
ha* a board composed of 
community. University, and 
an area high school 
representatives 

The line is manned by 
volunteers who have un¬ 
dergone IS hours of training to 
help them identify the 
needs of the caller and to 
identify the nature and 
seriousness of the caller's 
problem. according to 
Weaver. 

“The volunteers are from 
the community as well as the 
student body,” Weaver said. 
"They undergo a screening 
process before they are ad¬ 
mitted as volunteers to the 
training program ” 

All information given by the 
caller to the Volunteer is 
confidential and he need not 
identify himself. Weaver said. 

Anyone needing Crisis Line 
help, or anyone interested in 
volunteering to work can call 
567-3151 A training program 
will begin early in February 
and Weaver encouraged those 
who are interested in volun¬ 
teering to call this week or 
next week and leave their 
name, and added that they 
would be contacted later 

"The volunteers are asked 
to serve a three hour shift 
weekly for at least three 
months after they complete 
the training period," Weaver 
concluded. 


students in the floor 
meetings.” he continued 
"This will let us know whether 
the student* really do want a 
change machine and if they do 
whether they want several 
smaller models, one in each 
dorm, or one big model ” 
Freeman said that the 
change machine models 
ranged from the mini-changer 
which was priced at 3569 to to 
larger models priced at $1585 
There are various models in 
between the minimum and 
maximum prices 
"Actually, the mini-changer 
would be a pretty good in¬ 
vestment. but getting enough 
for each dorm would cost us 
up to $3000 and possibly even 
more," Freeman cited. "The 
only throwback to these 
changers is that they are very 
fragile. Not only would we 
have to pay for these 
machines but we'd also have 
to allow for maintenance and 
repair.” 

Freeman said that if the 
students should decide in 
favor of the change machines, 
then Housing wifi have three 
choices of how to pav for the 
machine or machines 
"One of our choices will be 
to use the proceeds from the 
pinball machines in the 
dorms," he said. "The 
proceeds already go back to 
the dorms so this could 
possibly be a source of 
financing the change 
machines but to use this 
pinball money we would have 
to have permission from the 
individual hall associations " 
He cited the other two 
possibilities as being to take 
the money out of the Housing 
budget or to set up the 
change machines for only 
limited returns. This means 
the student who places a 
dollar bill in the change 
machine would get only ninety 
or ninety-five cents back 
“I hope we can get these 
change machines one way or 
another," he stated. "I just 
wish there was a cheaper way 
to get change on campus in 
cases of emergency or late 
hours at night. But we're 
looking for a way and hope to 
have some kind of system in 
the next two weeks At least, 
this is our goal."
